Muhlenberg.  . .Past  and  Present 


Founded  in  1848,  Muhlen- 
berg College  took  its  present 
name  in  1867  from  Henry 
Melchior  Muhlenberg,  patri- 
arch of  the  Lutherann 
Church  in  the  American  Col- 
onies. Henry’s  sons,  who,  like 
their  father,  were  Lutheran 
ministers,  also  made  their 
marks  in  the  country’s  early 
history.  John  Peter  Gabriel 
Muhlenberg  was  with 
George  Washington  through 
the  famous  winter  at  Valley 
Forge.  Henry  Ernst  Muhlen- 
berg was  one  of  America’s 
first  scientists  as  well  as  the 
first  president  of  Franklin 
College,  now  Franklin  and 
Marshall.  And  Frederick  Au- 
gustus Muhlenberg  was  the 
first  speaker 


of  the  United  States  House 
of  Representatives. 

It  is  against  that  background 
that  Muhlenberg  College  has 
continued  its  humanistic 
commitment  to  a sound  ed- 
ucation that  fosters  growth, 
understanding,  and  self- 
awareness.  But  more  than 
just  continuing  that  liberal 
arts-based  tradition  through 
37  majors  in  the  humanities, 
social  sciences,  and  physical 
sciences,  we  have  developed 
strong  preprofessional  pro- 
grams in  business,  education, 
premedical,  pretheological, 
and  prelaw  studies.  Students 
are  also  allowed  the  freedom 
to  create  their  own  programs 
for  courses  of  study.

The  strength  of  the  depart-

McCullough.  Lokerson 
caught  76  passes  for  1,275 
yards  to  rank  among  the  na- 
tional leaders  in  catches  per 
game  and  yards  per  game.

Although  the  Mules  missed 
the  NCAA  Tournament  for 
the  first  time  in  five  years, 
Jeff  Tipping’s  troops  wound 
up  12-6  and  tied  for  second 
place  in  the  Centennial  with 
a 7-2  mark.  Muhlenberg  won 
the  Kwik  Goal  Classic  for  the 


second  time,  retained  the 
Mayor’s  Cup  by  defeating  Al- 
lentown and  ranked  as  high 
as  fourth  in  the  Mid-Atlantic 
Region  at  one  point. 

For  the  second  consecutive 
year,  Tim  Averill  was  the 
team’s  leading  goal-scorer, 
knocking  in  eight  balls  to  fin- 
ish with  1 8 points.

So  it  went  in 
193-94  for  the  Mules,  who 
ade  up  for  the  loss  of  grad- 
te  standout  Felicia  Per- 
man  with  a balanced  attack 


and  shrugged  off  a slow  start 
to  finish  13-12  and  qualify 
for  the  Centennial  Confer- 
ence playoffs. 

Just  3-8  near  the  midpoint  of 
the  season,  Muhlenberg 
reeled  off  nine  wins  in  the 
next  ten  games,  with  the  only 
loss  coming  by  one  point  to 
East  champion  Ursinus.  Af- 
ter finishing  second  in  the 
division,  the  squad  traveled 
to  Dickinson  for  a playoff 
game,  but  came  up  on  the 
short  end  of  86-56  final. 

The  Mules’  balance  showed 


up  all  over  the  stat  sheet.  Six 
players  averaged  between 
8.1  and  12.4  points  per 
game,  and  all  six  registered 
games  of  at  least  16  points. 
All  10  players  scored  at  least 
eight  points  in  a game.  No 
player  led  the  team  in  scor- 
ing for  more  than  two  con- 
secutive games.  The  closest 
thing  coach  Karl  Foerster 
had  to  a “top  gun”  was  sen- 
ior center  Linda  Hicks,  and 
honorable  mention  Centen- 
nial Conference  selection. 
She  lead  the  team  in  both 


scoring  and  rebounding  and 
finished  her  career  as  the 
school’s  fourth  all-time  lead- 
ing rebounder.

The  Muhlenberg  College 
softball  team  is  the  defend- 
ing Middle  Atlantic  Confer- 
ence champion  under  coach 
Tom  Doddy.

Muhlenberg  received  NCAA 
tournament  bids  in  1989, 
1990,  1991  and  1992. 

The  softball  team  is  organ- 
ized in  January  and  works 
out  in  the  spacious  campus 
field  house  until  the  weather 


permits  outside  practices.  A 
15-date  regular  season  with 
14  doubleheaders  opens  in 
mid-March  and  continues 
throughout  April.  Playoffs 
are  in  early  May.  In  addition

Men’s  and  Women’s  Tennis 


The  men’s  tennis  team  has  a 
difficult  spring,  but  did  man- 
age to  end  on  a positive  note, 
defeating  Western  Maryland 
and  Allentown  in  its  final  two 
matches  to  wind  up  2-9.  A 
tough  schedule  that  featured 
the  Centennial  Conference’s 
top  teams  at  the  beginning  of 
the  season  contributed  to  the 
slow  start. 

Sophomore  transfer  Claude 
Rich  competed  at  No.  1 sin- 
gles and  doubles  the  whole 
season  and  played  his  best 
tennis  toward  the  end  of  the 
campaign.  He  won  four  of 
his  last  five  singles  matches, 
including  one  at  the  Centen- 
nial Conference  Individual 
Championships.  Rich  also 
teamed  with  senior  captain 
Dave  Skutches  for  a 3-1  dou- 
bles record.  Skutches  ended 


his  career  with  28  victories. 
Other  netmen  who  distin- 
guished themselves  for  head 
coach  Fran  Meagher  were 
senior  Mark  Hooshmand  (3- 
0 at  No.  5 singles)  and  fresh- 
men Paul  Lee  (4-5  at  No.  6 
singles). 

Not  Surprisingly,  the  Muh- 
lenberg women’s  tennis 
team,  which  had  won  10 
MAC  Northeast  titles  in  the 
last  1 1 years,  found  things 
more  challenging  in  the  com- 
petitive Centennial  Confer- 
ence.

Both  seniors  on  the  team  fin- 
ished their  careers  with  non- 
losing records.

118,  freshman  A.J.  Bucko  at 
126,  sophomore  Joe  Reuben 
at  134  and  freshman  Dan 
Terpstra  at  190. 

The  following  weekend, 
Muhlenberg  traveled  to 


Elizabethtown  College  for 
the  East  Regional  Qualifier. 
The  Mules  had  not  qualified 
a wrestler  for  the  NCAAs  in 
seven  years,  but  that 
changed  with  the  first  cham- 
pionship final.  Trailing  en- 
tering the  second  period, 
Shimkin  caught  is  opponent 
off  guard  and  recorded  a pin 
just  27  seconds  into  the 
frame  to  earn  a trip  to  Wis- 
consin.

Many  things  happened  on  Muhlenberg’s  campus  this 
year,  but  we  cannot  forget  the  world  around  us.  Around

At  4:31am  on  Monday,  January  17, 
1994,  an  earthquake  of  6.6  magnitude 
struck  Southern  California,  claiming 
61  lives  and  leaving  damage  that  may 
total  $30  billion.

Video  Music  Award  for  best  rap  video, 
“People  Everyday,”  and  the  Grammy
